DELTA SIGMA DELTA 
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School Programs Off to a Good Start 


One school year has passed and 
another starts within a few days. The 
Committee on Dental Health Education 
has scheduled programs for fifty-nine new 
schools with an enrollment of nearly 
13,000 children. From September 2 to 
January 23 these pupils will be provided 
with various types of educational materi- 
als, will be shown sound motion pictures 
on dental health, and will receive full 
mouth surveys. Those found to be den- 
tally defective will receive referral slips 
which are to be taken to their family den- 
tists. After corrections have been made, 
the dentist will sign the slip and it will 
become a permanent part of the pupil’s 
record when he returns it to school. A 
new and much improved dental survey 
record form will be used in schools start- 
ing the program this year. 

In order to cover more schools during 
this season, surveys will be given on all 
school days. This can be accomplished if 
we give adequate notice to dentists who 
are to assist in the program. We are en- 
deavoring to give at least six weeks 
notice to them. In some instances where 
changes in dates become necessary, we 
may have to make requests over shorter 
periods of time. 

There are over one hundred schools 
on our “waiting list” and new requests 
continue to come in. Some of these can 
be taken care of after the Midwinter 
Meeting, but many will have to wait until 
the fall of 1948. With the exception of 
two of three school systems, most of the

schools are located in Cook and DuPage 
Counties. 

School programs this year will be co- 
ordinated with P.T.A. programs and 
with suitable news releases in local news- 
papers. Notices will be sent from the prin- 
cipal of each school to all parents in- 
forming them of the program and its 
objectives. Parents will be urged to con- 
sult with their family dentists and to in- 
stitute a regular program of dental 
supervision. In this manner we hope to 
find that a considerable number of chil- 
dren have had their mouths placed in 
perfect condition prior to the survey. 

During the past school year 14,441 
children were surveyed sixty-five 
schools. Educational programs were given 
to a total of 17,308 pupils in seventy-five 
schools. Eighty-eight per cent of the chil- 
dren surveyed were found to be dentally 
defective with an average of four carious 
teeth per child. In some schools, 100 per 
cent of the children were dentally de- 
fective. Elementary school pupils were 
found who needed complete extractions 
and a small number of edentulous pupils 
were reported. 

Two school systems have made excel- 
lent progress during the past year. Glen 
Ellyn reports that since the December, 
1946, survey 73 per cent of their enroll- 
ment have had complete care or are 
under treatment by their dentists. The 
school nurse feels that the program has 
been most worthwhile. Prospect Heights

If you have ever tied into a twenty pound rainbow, on 
a twenty pound finny anything with comparatively light tackle, 
you know whereof I speak. 


After assembling the tackle we parted ways, he went to the first natural spot and I 
sauntered off downstream. The day was perfect as only a western summer day can be 
perfect in a natural mountainous setting. The vivid blue of the sky was broken only 
by the whitest of small fleecy clouds drifting lazily across it, which at times momen- 
tarily closed out the sun’s brilliant rays. The back drop of deep green virgin forests 
on the mountain sides whose snow caps reached to the sky gave one the feeling that 
heaven must be close by. This feeling comes only when similar situations are met; 
so maybe such is the case. (Heaven must be filled with sportsmen.) 


Fishing was excellent. My take for the day was sufficient to make two fine messes; 
one for my pal and the other for me. We always shared the catch, as this was an un- 
written law of the west. 


As the sun’s glowing face was disappearing in the west and the clouds in the 
east were taking on a pinkish tinge, I started back upstream to our rendezvous. In 
about a half hour, I spotted my pal seated on a huge boulder with rod in hand.

J. F. Heller from Des Plaines recently 
took a trip which proved to have the 
record for distance. He started on the 
Polaris, a Swedish ship, for a cruise of 
thirty-five days. The itinerary included 
Havana and St. Thomas of the Virgin 
Islands. This stop was followed by eight 
days at sea, after which they stopped 
over at Maderia and rode about in sleds 
pulled by horses or pushed by a man. 
The runners are kept greased so they will 
readily slide over the cobblestone paving. 
From here they went to Casablanca, 
where the “Big Three” met during the 
war. The stop over enabled them to see 
the Rabot, a twelfth century Mosque. 
This stop was followed by a trip to Gi- 
braltar where the tourists were shown 
the fortress itself. Then on to Portugal 
and up to Brest, where they had an op- 
portunity to go through the Nazi sub- 
pens. From Brest, the party traveled to 
LaHavre, where the Omaha beachhead 
was established. Then three days on to 
Paris and then on to Copenhagen. Food 
was scarce in most European ports, but 
it was definitely not plentiful in England 
where their last stop was made. England 
still has a great deal of rubble lying 
around, and the party felt as though 
they never got quite enough to eat. They 
returned from England to the States on 
the Mauretania. All in all, it proved to 
be an interesting trip—R. J. DeWolf, 
Branch Correspondent.
